Th e U nited States governm ent 
cannot be accused justly of lack 
of courage or initative if it 
adopts a steadfast policy of op­ 
position to furth er construction 
of dirigibles. Such a course would 
reflect, as a m atter of fact, sound 
judgm ent and wisdom gained 
th rough tragic ex perience. 
As th e record now stands, th ere 
is noth ing to support th e th eory 
th a t th e dirigible is a practica­ 
ble and safe m eans of transport­ 
ation even under peacetim e con­ 
ditions. W ith war prevailing its 
possibilities of endurng would 
necessarly be reduced to a m in­ 
imum. 
Th ree of th is country ’s naval 
airsh ips—th e 
Sh enandoah , th e

personnel. Italy , France and Eng­ 
land h ave suffered sim ilar losses. 
Dirigible prestige was sustained 
only by th e successful operation 
of th e Hindenburg.

Th e country will concur in th e 
conclusion of Admiral William

W ash ington, Aug. 2 (/P) — Sen­ 
ate leaders, confident m ost con­ 
troversial problems were out of 
th e way , forecast today speedy 
passage of th e W agner h ousing 
bill.

Bu t, for the nex t 19 
nights, they will be sighting tel­ 
escopes and spetroscopes on that 
particle of light in the northern 
sk y to cross-ind ex it in the celes­ 
tial filing cabinet and to ascer­ 
tain ju st how mu ch nitrogen, 
methane and cy nogen was being 
bu rned to prov id e the show for 
the roof-top peerers.

Sea rch Fo r Clevela nd ’s Ma d 
Killer Still Is Fruitless 


Clev eland (¿ P)—Somewhere in 
Clev eland tod ay —perhaps in the 
d rab areas on the city ’s fringe, or, 
in the frowsy flats of its u nd er­ 
world , or ev en on trim and re­ 
spected streets of its resid ential 
d istricts—there walk s the torso 
k iller of Kingsbu rg Ru n. 
Ten times in 34 months the 
k nife of the k iller has claimed a 
v ictim. Ten times a head less 
bod y has confronted d etectiv es 
with a new bu t u nv ary ing my s­ 
tery . 
The k iller’s method s hav e v ar­ 
ied little since September, 1934 , 
when the first bod y was fou nd . 
All were nu d e and d ecapitated . 
In most cases arms were sev ered 
at the shou ld er blad es, legs at 
the hips. In some cases arms and 
legs were cu t into segments. 
Becau se the bod ies of fiv e v ic­ 
tims were fou nd in or near a d ir­ 
ty little stream k nown as Kings­ 
bu ry Ru n, the k iller was giv en its 
name. The last three bod ies—al­ 
most as an answer—hav e been 
fou nd far from its narrow bank s 
on the sou theastern rim of the 
city . 
What k ind of man cou ld be­ 
head six men and fou r women 
and not be fou nd ? Where cou ld 
he liv e and inflict his cru elties? 
Who cou ld pick eight persons ou t 
of a city of nearly a million 
whose d isappearance wou ld ex ­ 
cite no inqu iries? 
These are qu estions d etectiv es 
hav e attempted to answer by ar­ 
resting hu nd red s of su pects. Psy ­ 
chiatrist, psy chologists and crim­ 
inologists hav e stu d ied the han­ 
d iwork of the mad k iller withou t 
agreeing on his motiv es or com­ 
pu lsions. 
Only two of the ten v ictims 
ev er hav e been id entified . The 
fou rth v ictim was placed throu gh 
fingerprints as Mrs. Florence 


Polillo, 4 1. She had been arrest­ 
ed once in a v ice raid . 
One male v ictim, Ed ward An- 
d rassy , 28, was id entified by rela­ 
tiv es. Police record s on the li^es 
and habits of And rassy and Mrs. 
Polillo amou nt almost to biogra­ 
phies, bu t there is nothing to 
show why they were singled ou t 
for su ch v iolent d eaths. 
Dr. Samu el R Gerber, coroner, 
who has mad e a minu te stu d y of 
the work of the mad d ened k iller, 
believ es “friend ship” is the lu re 
which brings the hapless v ictims 
into his hand s. The absence of 
mark s of v iolence on the bod ies, 
other than the k nife cu ts, ind i­ 
cate, he say s, that the v ictims 
were attack ed when “asleep, tfh- 
su specting or d ru gged .” 
Dr. Gerber pictu res the k iller 
as a cool, shrewd sad ist who has 
acqu ired k nowled ge of anatomy 
either as a d octor, hu nter, male 
nu rse or bu tcher. He is well ac­ 
qu ainted with the city and able 
to gain the confid ence of his v ic­ 
tims. Disposition of the bod ies, 
some qu ite heav y , wou ld requ ire 
a mu scu lar person. 
Dr. Gerber is conv inced that 
one person is responsible for all 
the k illings. 
“If more than one were in­ 
v olv ed ,” he say s, “they wou ld be­ 
gin to fall ou t and tell on each 
other.” 
One thing the coroner can’t 
u nd erstand is “the apathetic a t­ 
titu d e of the pu blic concerning 
the k illings.” 
“The v ictims u su ally ^re not 
k nown,” he said , “and apparent­ 
ly their d eaths fail to stir u p any 
resentment.” 
One of the most gru esome d is­ 
cov eries in the Kingsbu ry Ru n 
area was that mad e by two boy s 
hik ing d own a gu lch.

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“ CONGRESSIONAL HONEYMOONS” 
Every President, according to American po­ 
litical tradition, is given a “congressional honey­ 
moon” — that is, for a certain period of time, 
long or short as the case may be, his suggestions 
and requests of Congress are received with al­ 
most unanimous appeal and are enacted into 
law. He is faced by no major defections from 
his party ranks, and his floor leaders need give 
but little effort to keeping “the boys in line.” 
In our recent history, the shortest honeymoon 
was that of President Hoover, who had to deal 
with a hostile Congress within two years after 
his election — a circumstance that had much to 
do with his crushing defeat when he ran for 
re-election. 
Longest honeymoon has been that of Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt. For four years, every major 
policy he advocated was approved with a mini­ 
mum of debate. He received no set-backs from 
Congress. In such matters as disbursement of 
government money, he was given almost a free 
hand. He had bills written by his advisors, sent 
them to Congress and saw them made into law 
within a few days. Never was the authority of 
the Executive so broadened. 
To say that this honeymoon is now over is 
simply to state an obvious fact, apparent to both 
the friends and opponents of the New Deal. 
Cause of the split was the Court Bill. Ultimate 
effects of the split are today the subject for 
guessing, forecasting and editorializing by every­ 
one in the country who takes an interest in 
politics. 
The death of Senator Robinson — who, through 
his great personal popularity, ability and mas­ 
tery of the complicated parliamentary tech­ 
nique, was able to keep the Senate running like 
a well-oiled Administration machine for four 
years — was a serious blow to the President. But 
the seeds of discontent have been brewing for a 
long time. Even had Mr. Robinson secured the 
passage of the Court Bill, which is extremely 
doubtful, the breach between Congress and the 
White House would inevitably have widened. 
Faced with no effective Republican opposition, 
the overwhelming Democratic majority has been 
gradually breaking into a number of opposed, 
restive factions. 
The upshot of this, as the Washington col­ 
umnists have been writing, is clear. The Court 
Bill — perhaps the most important piece of legis­ 
lation proposed by the Administration — is defi­ 
nitely dead. There will be no increase in Suprertie 
Court membership, no proctor! and no increase 
in the membership of the lower Federal courts 
unless a definite need for judges is shown, It is 
probable that a bill will be offered whereby the 
progress of cases involving Constitutional ques­ 
tions from District Courts to the Supreme Court, 
will be expedited, and the Attorney General will 
be empowered to appear in lower court cases 
when the constitutionality of a Federal law is 
questioned. These minor reforms have long been 
advocated by conservatives and liberals alike, 
and will not stir opposition. 
Furthermore, the other “must” bills on the 


Administration’s five-point legislative program 
for this session are definitely in danger — the 
chances, say the experts, are against them pass­ 
ing. These bills would fix minimum wages and 
maximum hours for industry in interstate com­ 
merce; reorganize the government departments 
and bureaus; provide for low-cost housing; plug 
up loopholes in the tax laws, and set up a new 
farm plan, based on the “ever normal granary.” 
Potent remark came recently from Representa­ 
tive Woodrum, a strong White House adherent, 
who said that if the Administration insisted on 
passing an ambitious legislative program such as 
this, “Congress will still be here when the frost 
is on the pumpkin.” The revolt, in brief, has 
reached a highly advanced stage. 
The effects of this on the country are grad­ 
ually becoming clear. First, the chances are 
strongly against any additional “experimental 
legislation” on a wide scale. Second, the possi­ 
bility of a split in Democratic ranks, that will 
result in a new party, with the conservative 
Southern Democrats joining with the Republi­ 
cans, becomes constantly greater. 
Third, the 
President’s power and hold over Congress is wan­ 
ing. Fourth, as recent surveys, such as that made 
by Fortune, indicate, the New Deal is slipping 
in public esteem, even though Mr. Roosevelt, as 
a personality, still commands the admiration of 
millions of voters. 
This is all true, whether Congress adjourns to­ 
morrow or next year. The attitude of the Presi­ 
dent, apparently, is that he will continue to in­ 
sist on approval of his plans and will oppose, 
indirectly, the renomination of Democrats who 
are against him, such as VanNuys and Wheeler. 
Not since the war has the political situation been 
so chaotic and so full of dynamite.

IN PHILIPPINES 


Manila, Aug . 2 (fP) — Floods 
in the wake of 10 day s incessant 
rains swept throug h central Lu­ 
zon prov inces today , causing four 
known deaths, destroy ing houses 
and crops, ahd leav ing a threat 
of epidemics. 
Unconfirmed reports from the 
Ag no riv er sector in Pang asinan 
prov ince said sev eral persons had 
drowned there, including many 
children, and at least 20 persons 
died from dy sentery . 
Thousands were reported ma­ 
rooned, many v illag es cut off 
from the outside, and crops ru­ 
ined as dy kes broke under the 
pressure of flood waters and 
swept thitug h the country side. 
In the v icinity of Manila some 
sectors were inundated. 
Authorities feared a duplica­ 
tion of the disastrous 19 35 flood, 
which caused widespread dam­ 
ag e and many deaths. Reports 
indicated the island’s all-impor­ 
ta nt rice crops had just been 
planted in many sections, and it 
was feared they would be de­ 
stroy ed.

nese capital. 
A h eavy toll of Ch inese casual­ 
ties was exacted by th e running 
Japanese attack to clean up th e 
region west o f.th e walled city 
wh ere Americans and oth er for­ 
eigners remained in th e legation 
quarter as protection against 
sudden outbreaks. 
Th e Ch inese gendarmes, fac­ 
ing superior Japanese 
forces, 
were beating a retreat toward 
th e Yungting river, to 
wh ich , 
Japanese control o f . th e 
rich 
North Ch ina extends. 
Wh erever possible th e h ostile 
gendarmes were reported to be 
putting up stiff opposition. Vic­ 
ious guerilla warfare resulted, 
and in numerous areas Japanese 
mounted mach ine guns on roof­ 
tops to back th eir drive. 
A relentless- battle was 
in 
progress north w est of Peiping at 
Hsiy uan wh ere 2,000 Japanese 
troops were locked with th e 37 th 
division of th e 29 th Ch inese ar­ 
my . Details were lacking, h ow­ 
ever. 
Japan was considered virtually 
to h ave completed encirclement 
of Peiping with motorized mili­ 
tary units. A possible gap existed 
at Tungsh ow, 20 miles east of 
Peiping, but reinforcements re­ 
portedly were rush ing to th at 
point. 
Th e exact fate of th e Tung­ 
sh ow Japanese garrison was in 
doubt, but it was indicated th e 
Japanese h ad regained-full con­ 
trol of th e post. Ch inese gen­ 
darmes h ad turned on th e gar­ 
rison Th ursday with h eavy guns 
and rifles, and Japanese adm it­ 
ted h eavy casualties were suf­ 
fered. 
Japanese planes and mach ine 
guns were said finally to h ave 
routed th e gendarmes. Scattered 
Ch inese forces th rough out th e 
region 
claimed 
unanimously , 
h owever, to h ave annih ilated th e 
Tungsh ow garrison. 
It was also reported reliably 
th at some gendarmes were mov­ 
ing again toward Tungsh ow for 
furth er battle. 
W ith in Peiping credence was 
given to th ese Ch inese claims 
because of th e Japanese retice- 
ence to discuss wh eth er th e gar­ 
rison of 300 men was able to h old 
out until h elp arrived.

New Yo rk —No where in the 
wo rld is there a seco nd M ar­ 
co ni, a single individual who 
co uld carry o n in radio fro m the 
po int where Italy ’s no ted in­ 
vento r was fo rced by death to 
leave o ff.

Th e com mittee h as decided 
tentativ ely to elim inate a $1,000

tru st. Bu t th ere is a qu estion of 
constitu tionality 
inv olv ed 
in 
su ggestions th a t all th e tru sts 
created by one indiv idu al 
be 
lu mp ed togeth er and tax ed as 
one entity . 
Th e treasu ry h as contended 
some p ersons av oid su bstantial 
am ou nts of tax es by sp litting in ­ 
come u p among a nu m ber of 
tru st for th e benefit of members 
of th eir families. 
T reatm ent of p ension tru sts, 
along with com m u nity p rop erty 
laws and dep letion allowances, 
generally is ex p ected to be h eld 
ov er u ntil 1938.

W ith ou t m aking definite fore­ 
casts, senate leaders were talking 
for th e first tim e of adjou rning 
as early as Au gu st 1 4 , op a week 
later.

In Japan a nativ e wedding 
kimo no co sts fro m $1 00 to $3 00, 
while a mo dish western wedding 
go wn may be made fo r o ne- 
third that price. 
And when Japanese y o uths 
marry , they discard their nativ e

Fo rmerly mo st men in Japan re­ 
garded a fo reign-sty le suit as a 
lux ury , but no w it is wo rn fo r 
business and o n all fo rmal o c­ 
casio ns. 
Ten y ears ago Japanese girls 
who wo re fo reign-sty le apparel 
were regarded as flappers, o r 
ev en as immo ral.
